REPORT. 


'  I  'HE  Board  of  Management  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  their  Ninety-fifth 
A  Annual  Report. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  past  year  was  the  unanimous  decision 
of  the  Board,  after  prolonged  and  careful  consideration  of  every  alternative, 
that  it  was  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  public  for  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Hospital.  This  policy  of  the  Board  was  also  unanimously 
confirmed  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  held  on 
November  13th,  and  the  Board  most  earnestly  ask  for  a  generous  response  to 
the  extensive  Appeal  noAv  being  launched  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Admiral 
Sir  Lewis  Clinton-Baker. 

All  those  interested  in  the  Hospital  have  long  been  familiar  with  the 
urgent  need  of  replacing  the  old  and  inadequate  basement  kitchens  and 
offices,  and  also  with  the  fact  that  the  Wards,  as  originally  built,  are  entirely 
out  of  date  for  modern  requirements. 

The  Board  have  now  to  place  before  the  Governors  and  the  public  the 
record  of  a  successful  year’s  work,  together  with  their  gratitude  for  the 
extended  support  which  they  have  received. 

The  Hospital  has  been  enabled  to  make  a  substantial  advance  in  electro- 
therapeutic  treatment  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  James  Devonshire,  who 
presented  a  Mercury  vapour  lamp,  which  lias  been  in  constant  use  since  early 
in  the  year,  and  also  by  the  purchase  of  a  Diathermy  apparatus  by  the 
Lawson  Smith  Memorial  Fund.  This  Fund,  as  stated  in  the  last  Report,  was 
very  kindly  placed  by  Mrs.  Lawson  Smith  at  the  entire  disposal  of  the 
Hospital,  and  has  now  been  expended  on  a  Memorial  Bed  in  Queen’s  Ward, 
an  enlarged  photographic  portrait,  a  complete  anaesthetising  apparatus  of 
the  latest  pattern  and  on  the  Diathermy  above  mentioned. 

The  Ford  Ambulance,  which  was  supplied  by  the  Royal  Red  Cross  in 
1923,  on  the  institution  of  a  Hospital  Ambulance  Service,  became  worn  out 
by  prolonged  use.  The  Board  have  replaced  it  by  a  20  h.p.  Austin  which, 
by  means  of  a  longer  wheelbase  and  special  springs,  is  fitted  to  give  the 
maximum  comfort  to  patients.  It  was  felt  that  this  consideration,  together 
with  reliability,  was  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  it  could  not  be  obtained 
except  by  the  purchase  of  an  ambulance  to  be  the  property  of  the  Hospital. 
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The  Almoner’s  after  care  work  continues  to  grow  and  has  again  been  a 
most  successful  and  satisfactory  feature.  During  the  year,  85  patients 
received  benefit  of  Convalescent  Homes,  surgical  appliances  and  other  help. 
As  this  branch  of  the  Hospital’s  work  is  not  very  well  known  to  the  public, 
it  may  be  of  interest  to  state  that,  since  the  institution  of  an  Almoner  in 
September,  1926,  199  patients  have  benehtted  by  this  after  care  at  a  cost  of 
£528,  of  which  only  £14  has  fallen  on  the  funds  of  the  Hospital.  That  this 
work,  which  is  often  a  necessary  sequence  to  Hospital  treatment  if  a  cure  is 
to  be  effected,  should  have  been  done  at  so  trifling  a  cost  to  the  Hospital  is  a 
great  tribute  to  Miss  Weaver’s  activity  and  success  in  approaching  the  many 
beneficent  Societies  which  exist  for  this  purpose. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  very  grateful  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  the  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  the  H onorary 
Dentist  for  their  valuable  gratuitous  service  so  cheerfully  and  loyally  rendered.

The  growing  demand  made  upon  the  services  of  the  Hospital  will  be 
noted  in  the  large  increase  in  the  numbers  of  in-patients  and  of  minor 
operations  shown  in  these  figures. 

Two  new  items  of  statistical  information  are  furnished  in  the  average  bed 
occupation  and  also  in  the  numbers  of  motor  casualties  admitted.  With 
regard  to  the  former  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Hospital  is  not  strictly 
comparable  to  most  others  for  the  following  reasons : — It  is  the  usual  practice 
in  most  other  Hospitals  to  perform  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  on  out¬ 
patients,  but  for  several  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  retain 
these  patients  a  few  days  in  the  Hospital  to  their  very  great  benefit.  This 
system  necessarily  implies  that  the  8  beds  reserved  for  these  cases  are  not  in 
continuous  occupation.  An  additional  8  beds,  which  include  cots,  are  retained 
for  County  Council  Maternity  cases,  and  their  occupation  is  also  necessarily 
irregular. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  statistics  of  motor  casualties  only  commenced  in 
April,  but  the  63  cases  for  three  quarters  of  the  year  have  been  a  heavy  call 
upon  the  linances  of  the  Hospital.  A  large  number  of  these  patients  are  able 
to  contribute  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  their  cost  of  maintenance,  and 
many  do  not  belong  to  the  district.  It  seems  obvious  that  joint  action  among 
Hospitals  to  urge  a  solution  of  this  very  serious  matter  is  overdue. 

FINANCE. 

The  Balance  Sheet  and  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  past 
year,  to  be  incorporated  in  this  Report,  has  been  circulated,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  favourable  position  has  resulted  in  a  further  reduction  being 
made  in  the  deficit  from  1926,  which  has  now  been  reduced  to  a  very  small 
proportion  of  the  original  amount.  It  is  however  most  desirable  that  this 
should  be  entirely  wiped  out  during  the  current  year. 

Although  the  weekly  cost  of  in-patients  has  risen  very  slightly  for 
reasons  which  can  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  it  will  be  seen  to  compare 
creditably  with  Hospitals  of  a  similar  category. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  the 
Churches  and  Chapels  who  have  increased  their  valuable  support  from 
Congregational  Collections  ;  and  also  to  all  those  who  have  been  good  enough 
to  organise  Whist  Drives  and  Entertainments,  the  proceeds  of  which  are 
always  a  considerable  help  in  the  annual  income. 

The  League  of  Mercy  was  not  in  a  position  to  contribute  as  much  as  last 
year  for  reasons  unconnected  with  the  Hospital. 

In  the  fortunately  rare  circumstance  of  a  wet  afternoon  for  Pound  Day, 
the  amount  of  £796  must  be  considered  most  satisfactory,  and  a  great  tribute 
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to  the  work  of  Lady  Clinton-Baker  and  her  Committee,  and  also  that  of  the 
Matron.  To  these  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due. 

Lady  Henderson  has  again  kindly  been  responsible  for  the  Linen  League. 

Among  the  evidences  of  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  public,  the 
Board  especially  value  the  steady  and  continued  expansion  of  the  Hertfordshire 
Mercury  Scheme  and  other  Workmen’s  Collections:  they  wish  very  heartily 
to  thank  the  organisers  and  contributors. 

From  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Fund,  through  Mr.  Purkiss  Ginn,  £250  was 
received.  Two  beds  have  been  named,  and  this  amount,  together  with  £105 
from  the  Lawson  Smith  Memorial  Fund,  has  been  invested  as  Capital. 

The  Board  wish  sincerely  to  thank  all  of  their  many  kind  donors.  Captain 
G.  S.  Pawle  has  continued  to  show  his  constant  and  very  practical  interest  in 
the  Hospital’s  finances  by  the  generous  donation  of  £100.  Their  hearty 
thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Lacey  as  both  donor  and  worker.  Her  constant 
succession  of  valuable  gifts  of  articles  most  needed  have  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Without  her  benefactions  the  expenditure  accounts  would  have 
borne  a  very  different  aspect  for  many  years.  Miss  Jourdain  generously  bore 
the  cost  of  re-painting  the  theatre  and  adjoining  rooms,  and  also  presented  to 
the  theatre  a  much  needed  glass  instrument  table.  Mr.  Robert  Addis  has 
continued  his  substantial  donations  by  his  generous  custom  of  doubling  the 
weekly  contributions  of  his  employees.  Mr.  Wright,  of  Walkern,  has  again 
very  kindly  made  a  present  of  all  the  aerated  waters  required  by  the  Hospital. 

Only  one  legacy  was  received  during  the  year,  but  it  was  a  most  welcome 
one  of  £450  from  the  Executors  of  Mrs.  Frances  Brunsdon. 

In  conclusion  of  this  Report  on  what  the  Board  trust  that  their  supporters 
will  consider  a  satisfactory  year,  they  would  again  emphasise  the  fact  that 
they  have  not  placed  this  large  Scheme  of  Hospital  Reconstruction  before 
them  without  full  and  anxious  consideration,  and  they  feel  confident  that  all 
those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  present  position  of  the  Hospital  will 
realise  its  urgent  necessity.
